Fact is, I just have a snoakin' suspicion thoy may have 
failed to sell much of this stuff—and it may still bo 
stored some place in Toronto. Why not prod some of 
your Ibronto correspondents into makin 1 a search. I'd 
be very happy to pay about 10/ each for tho King Oliver, 
Benny Goodman and Duke Ellington discs. If you can't 
find »om It should be a good excuse to end it all.*

During World War II the United States military authorities established a radio 
service to entertain the troops (AFRS - Armed Forces Radio Service). From 1 942 
onwards I6inch 33rpm discs containing programs ready for broadcast vere shipped 

to US military installations all over the globe. Although these transcriptions 
were for official use only, a large number found their way into private hands. 
Material from these programs now circulate as tape dubbings or bootleg LPs 
among collectors. 

The "Jubilee" program series, which started in October 1942, was primarily 

aj 

aimed at a listening audience of blacks in the Armed Forces. Most of the 
"Jubilee" programs were devoted to jazz; many were recorded live in front of 
an enthusiastic audience of servicemen. These recordings have a special im- 
portance because they were not affected by the recording bans imposed by the 
muaicians' union (Aug. I, 1942 thru Sep. 1943, and Dec. 31, 1947 thru Dec. 14, 
*1948). Consequently a unique body of evidence of the stylistic change in jazz 

from swing to bebop is to be found in the recordings of the "Jubilee" series.

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CANADIAN AURORA RESEARCH (cont'd) -Alex Robertson 

Hearne's Canadian Aurora(Brunswick-l/;elotone) 1 luting was published in research- 
editor's James Bedoian's "^isco-Kiles* section of Joe Nicholas' C/W magazine 

"Disc Collector*. 

At that tijne I was advertising for old records in a farm newspaper 
with a circulation of some 300,000, and I was receiving a very good response 
to my advts. In 1954 I received a reply from a lady in New Brunswick offer- 
ing me 12 Aurora records, all from the No. 22000 series. After purchasing the 

i nc * uired wnere she had purchased them, and the answer was EATONS MAIL 
ORDER CATALOG, Moncton, New Brunswick. 

I learned that I could read copies of Eatons Catalogs on microfilm, 
out after reading from 1930 to 1935 I found nothing on Aurora. Later I did find 
them in their sales catalogs which were not on microfilm. 

Altho the actual records are marked "Made In Canada," and for years 
most Canadian collectors believed that they had been pressed by Compo, (Compo 
took over the Br/Mel label in the early 1930' s) still Mr Hearne's letter gave the 
impression that they had been pressed in the U.S. It was later confirmed by Compo 
that they did not press these Auroras, so they must have come from U.S. 

The label colors of the Aurora No. 22000, are mauve and vellow.

As far as I know no one has made a listing of the Victor 
Auroras. I searched for years trying to find where these records were listed 
in Eaton's Mail Order Catalogs. Some Canadian libraries have these catalogs 
on microfilm but I found no mention of Aurora in them. In 1977 I obtained 
permission to inspect all of their catalogs in Toronto at their Archives. 
After a two day search I finally found the listings in their special small 
Sales catalogs, and some of the records were even listed on the back of their 
order forms in this catalog. They sold for 29 cents each - h for $1.00. 
So they are generally found in units of four. 

Most of the entries in the catalogs did not show the artists 
names, just the numbers and titles. It was necessary, in order to obtain this 
information, to find the records.

Additional Notes Re Aurora Records, etc 

In my listing I have not shown either recording dates or release dates. 
As the majority of these numbers were taken from the Victor catalog of earlier 
items, it is difficult to decide just how to show the dates. 

For example in page 7, the V-40000 numbers are mostly from the 

1929 period with a few from 1928. In page 8 tnere are titles under nos. 418 
and 419 back to 1926, a few from 1929 and the balance 1931 (Spring) . Also, page 8 
title nos. 420-421-422 are early 1928, the balance consisting of dance bands are 
Fall, 1932

Compo and Eatons Mail Order 

Eatons gave very little business to Compo in the 1920' s. The giants 
Victor and Brunswick obtained most of this business. The Spring-Summer Catalog 
of 1932 as well as the earlier Fall-Winter of 1931 was full of the Brunswick/ 
Melotone 12000 series. But when Compo took over the Melotone label in January, 
1932 things changed, and the first Compo helotones were listed in the Fall-Winter 

Catalog of 1932-33. 

During the early years of the 1930' s Eatons imported several lots of 
American labels. These included SUNRISE - 2 for 85 cents, delivered. All artists 
under pseudonyms. Also RADIEX - 3 for 89 cents, delivered. 

John MacKenzie told me that Gennett ledgers showed that they sold their 
CHAMPION to Eatons for their Spring, 1931 and Fall 1931 catalogs. Price 45 cents. 

For Eatons Midsummer Catalog 1930, they showed 24 numbers of SUPREME at 

3 for 95 cents. 

Eatons Spring Catalog of 1931 showed SUPERIOR at 3 for 95 cents. 

In the Fall-Winter of 1935 Eatons Mail Order brought out their own 
label MINERVA. This was pressed by Compo. I have made a listing of this label.

The design of this label was the same for the two different 
sources. As I mentioned on the Br/Mel sheet, the label colors for 
this source was mauve and yellow, wheras the colors for the Victor 
source was black and yellow. 

By the time that Auroras from the Victor masters began to be 
found, the source for these was not too difficult to identify as they had 
the Victor VE markings. ' 



Mr. Hugh Joseph, for over 40 years an executive at the Victor 
plant in Montreal, confirmed that they had been pressed for Eatons Mail 

Order Stores. 

The T. Eaton Co. Ltd., was the largest Mail Order store in 
Canada. They had offices and warehouses in Moncton, N.B., Montreal, P.Q., 
Toronto, Ont. and Winnipeg, Manitoba. They did a tremendous business in 
the days before every home had a car and every town had a shopping centre.

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This brings us to the Label of the 
Month, and the label and following 
comments and data are supplied by that 
peerless unknown-Iabel-uncoverer mem- 
ber of the Syndicate, Perry Armagnac. 
The label is HIT (Or, possibly, Popular 
HIT Records). It is a red label with all 
ornamentation and lettering in gold. The 
border is exactly like that of "The New 
Emerson" and some private pressings 
produced by Emerson's successor, Con- 
solidated. The record ("B" side pictured) 
is HIT 410 and data are: A. Four Walls 
(Rose-Jolson-Dreyer) (31226-1) as by 
Crystal Dance Orchestra, vocal chorus; B 
Tin Pan Parade (Gillespie- Whiting) 
(31230-1) as by Broadway Syncopaters. 

Early 1928 seems tke best 

guess as to the date of this record 

although late 1927 to as late as 1929 are 

possible. The early 1928 date is based 

on scanty available data on Marathon 

release dates and masters thereon. The 

lateness of these masters seems to put this 

label in the position of being the only 

surviving member of the Consolidated 

group still operating contemporaneously 
with Marathon. 

Earlier, at the time the master series 
reached 31000, these masters were ap- 
pearing on Bell; Emerson 3000 series; 
Dandy (one known example, 31000 on 
Dandy 5250, evidently near Dandy's end, 
with other members of that group, 
Clover, Everybodys, and The Electric 

perhaps already gone) ; Grey Gull family; 
NML; and occasionally on Plaza labels 
and Challenge. 

By early 1928, all these "regular" 
users of these masters seem to have folded 
or deserted the Consolidated family. 
Their status seems to be as follows: 
Emerson apparently is gone (last-known 
release, reaching Em 3138, was that of 
June 1927) ; Bell has switched to Gennett 
masters; Grey Gull is still in business but 
was never a "regular" using only a 
scattered few 31000 masters; NML may 
be gone by end of 1927, (highest-known 
is NML 1208 with mx. 31174); Dandy 
is definitely gone as it just managed to 
reach mx. 31000. 

Thus HIT seems to be the only 10 
inch member of this group still extant. 
We suggest that it is possible it was 
created by Consolidated to use the 10 
masters already recorded now that all the 
other users are gone! This is pure specu- 
lation, and must so remain, until we have 
more precise dates for the end of other 
Consolidated labels and for the first ap- 
pearance of HIT. And what was the first 
catalog number ? 400 (or 401 ) ? Or 
. . .? ? Any data on other issues of 
this label or any facts about it are urgently 
reque sted.

Owin* to the fact that this volume is now out-of-print, the original as well as the 
2nd edition, -and that much of the material has been incorporated into Rust's 4th 
edition, the oripinal B&G(BG) uapes that Harold lists, serve only as a source chain 
to Rust's 4th edition of his JB. 

Now for a brief explanation of H3 Chrono-Matrix files. Any under U Jfrfl matrix 
number is ^resumed to be rejected (eg. .Nov. 24, 190:^ 0-746-1) . And if you see a 
hyphen in a column where the numerical of the date appears -that means that

Six volumnn of broadcasts by the Tommy Dorsey Band from the years 
1936-37* These were the years that Tommy was featured on the Jack 
Pearl Baron Munchausen radio show, and some of these skits have been 
include, a couple in which Tommy joins in, and on one he fluffs his 
lines! Vocalists heard are Edythe Wright, Jack Leonard and the 3 
Esquires (Jack Leonard-Axel Stordahl-Joe Bauer), 

Many of the tunes on these LP's were never issued commercially 
by Tommy, and that alone makes it a must for TD collectors. And the 
sound transfer is very good. 

An interesting side light: On Vol. 2 (1/11/37) "Marie"is 
heard for the first time, at least on radio. It was so well received 
that it was repeated on the Jan. 18, 1937 broadcast (same Vol.)- - - 
and eleven days later Tommy was in the Victor studios recording "Marie 11 
on Victor 25523.
